& HISTORY OF THE RISH AND PROGRMSS OF THE BAPTISTS IN ALABAMA by Hosea 
Holconbe, Minister of the Gospel, was published in 1840 in Philadelphia by 
King and Baird, Printers, Ne. 9 George Street. The HISTORY was written at the 
request of the Alabana State Convention. Not all churches and associations 
responded to the letters of Elder Holcombe, who wrote to ask them to send their 
records and history to hin at his home in Jonesboro, Some reports were very

The State Convention in Alabama was formed in October, 1823, at Salen Church, 
near Gree: 3s oro; "chic fly through the instrumentality of Rev. J.A. Ranaldson, of 
Lovisian:." ~The objects of the Convention were to aid in foreign and domestic 
missions, and the education of pious and intelligent young men called to the 
ninistry." 


Bider Holcombe has not included very nuch biographical naterial en the Elders 
and Ministers he nanes. Often he tells when they professed religién and commenced 
preaching, and, when recording their death, he tells where and when they were born.
